The Southern Indiana Railroad com 
pany is displeased with the rondure 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern 
and has filed a complaint against the 
13. & O. S. W. with the railroad com­ 
mission. 
The Southern

leges that the B. & O. S. W. refuses 
to take money. 
The Southern Indian.' 
alleges that a joint rate has been 
charged on the shipment of coal from 
Linton. 0 1 1 the Southern Indiana. • o 
Lehman, on the B. & O. S. W. 
This 
joint rate, as ordered by the railroad 
commission, on the complaint of the 
United States Cement company, ct 
Lehman, is 50 cents a ton. The South­ 
ern Indiana, in its complaint, alleges 
that it has charged this rate and has 
turned a fair proportion of the money 
over to the B. & O. S. W.. 
The B. & 
O. S. W. officials, the complaint says, 
refuse to receive this proportion, and 
have served notice that the B. & O. 
S. W. will deliver no coal to Lehman 


under the division of profits favored 
by the Southern Indiana. 
The com­ 
plainant prays that the railroad com 
mission fix a fair and just basis for 
dividing the profits. 


The bulk of the state printing con­ 
tract for the next two years was 
awarded to the William B. Burford 
company, which has had it for the last 
twenty years. 
Under a new plan the 
contract was subdivided. 
Burford was 
lower on all subdivisions except the 
one for supplying stationery. 
On this 
one, however, all bills were rejected 
on the ground that they were too high. 
Burford’s total bids aggregated about 
$100,000 for two years. 
Harry Slough, 
clerk of the printing board, estimates 
that the bids this year are 10 per cent 
low-er than they were twro years ago.

We used to 
be proud of the so called freedom giv­ 
en to the youth of both sexes, and to 
all fears expressed by European ob­ 
servers that unpleasant results would 
follow it was our custom to observe 
that “our girls know’ how to take care 
of themselves.” 
We are not so sure 
about that now, and while we still pin 
our faith 0 1 1 the ability of our boys to 
look after themselves we have learn­ 
ed by bitter experience that, coupled 
with this sense of initiative, there has 
been a loss of that respect for one’s 
elders which is part of the charm of 
European society. 
Undoubtedly great benefits have ac­ 
crued to the country by training our 
boys and girls to be self reliant, but 
there is a reverse to the medal on its 
social side. 
We teach our children in 
the cradle to depend upon themselves, 
and they finish by making themselves 
the masters while yet the parents are 
alive. 
The tyranny of the young has 
got to lie a national evil, and some­ 
thing must be done to restore the nat­ 
ural relation l>etween the young and 
the old, between children and their 
parents. 
A hopeful sign is that Americans are 
beginning to understand that we must 
go back over some parts of the road, 
all parts of which we have traveled so 
fast. 
We might as well l>egin by ac­ 
knowledging that we will have to fall 
back upon those two pillars of the Eu­ 
ropean social structure—the chaperon 
and the family curfew.

It was sur nised that there would be 
some difficulty in finding a willing and 
competent corps of Instructors among 
the prisoners, inasmuch as several edu­ 
cated ones who were approached de­ 
clined on the ground that it would re­ 
quire too much mental refurbishing to 
make themselves competent teachers 
of those needing the more elementary 
instruction. 
A faculty of nine mem­ 
bers was finally obtained, and it is 
noteworthy that all are college gradu­ 
ates. 
The dean of the faculty is a 
Cambridge (England) man, while one 
of the members is an Oxford man. 
Columbia 
has three representatives, 
Cornell one, and smaller colleges ac­ 
count for others in their catalogues. 
Both the Cambridge and Oxford men 
are serving sentences for forgery , a va­ 
riety of crime which seems to appeal 
to the educated. 
Others of the faculty 
are serving time for similar offenses. 
Forgery has a close rival in perjury , 
it Is stated, and in the consultations 
with prisoners preliminary to the es­ 
tablishm ent of the new educational 
features the greatest surprise was ex­ 
pressed by New York city convicts that 
more prominent offenders in this re­ 
spect ha<l not been sent up from the 
metropolis. 
“ It was an every day affair in our 
business,” said one inau, “to make af 
fidavit to false returus. 
I never gave 
it a second thought, and I knew others 
did not. 
It was simply part of the 
day ’s work.”

saw built up before my ey es one of the 
m ost extraordinary and romantic fam i­ 
ly tangles revolving around a m an who 
from his position and eccentricities 
m ust be regarded as a historic freak 
hardly less rem arkable than the Mar­ 
quis of Casanova or the I>uc de Lau- 
zun. 
I am inclined to regret that the 
course of evidence in the present trial 
tends to destroy the probability that 
tliis ingenious figment can be main tain* 
ed. 
But of that anon. 
For the pres­ 
ent it is interesting to consider the 
curious history of the fifth Duke of 
Portland 
a s presented 
btf one who 
claims to be his grandson and heir to 
his title and estates. 
The great 
wealth 
of the 
family , 
draw n 
mostly from ever increasing 
London rents, has a l w a y s given them 
important political influence, but in the 
time of the fifth duke his y ounger 
brother. Lord George Bentinck, was 
regarded as the leader of the country 
gentlemen of England and the cham ­ 
pion of the protectionists against Sir 
Robert Peel and the fr e e traders. 
It was therefore natural that his 
elder brother, the duke, 
a s I shall call 
him henceforward, should be a great 
magnate, whose movements-would n at­ 
urally 
be followed by hundreds of 
those who were dependent on him or 
looked up to him in some way . Never­ 
theless it is a m atter of record that 
the life of the duke was eccentric to a 
degree and his private habits so skill­ 
fully concealed that no evidence has 
y et been successfully brought forward 
by bis acknowledged heirs which has 
upset the almost absurd allegations of 
the present claimant. 
In 3810 Lord John Bentinck, as lie 
then was, a y ounger son of sixteen, 
instead of Ixdng at Eton or Harrow. 
Oxford 
or 
Cambridge, 
my steriously 
disappeared for four y ears until 1820.* 
The o nly record of this sprig of nobil­ 
ity during the period is an honorary 
military appointm ent in 1818, which he 
seems to have fulfilled by one public 
appearance about a y ear later. This 
seems to have led to bis return to soci 
ety , where he shortly became conspic­ 
uous, first, owing to bis succession 
through the death of his elder brother 
as Marquis of Titchfieid to the rever­ 
sion of the dukedom; second, by some 
rem arkable exploits on the turf.

the next fifteen y ears lie ran a very 
successful 
racing 
partnership 
with 
two brothers. Lord George Bentinck 
being one. The throe brothers owned 
n stud of horses in common, racing un­ 
der the name of “Mr. Bowes,” which 
l» efore it was closed in 1835 is reported 
to have y ielded them all an immense 
a mount of profit. 
The y ear 1835 was marked by the 
second disappearance of our hero, and, 
public man as be must have been after 
bis racing suecessci, scarcely any thing 
was known <>f him for nearly twenty 
y ears. Two important recorded events 
took place. The first was bis quarrel 
with Ids brother. Lord George Ben* 
thick, in 1818 over a lady identified 
a s 
Annie May Berkeley , reputed to 
be the daughter of the fifth Earl of 
Berkeley by a disputed marriage. This 
quarrel reached the point of blows, 
one of which, as the story runs, was 
the cause of the death of Lord George 
in the height of his political campaign 
against Sir Robert Feel. 
The second 
was his succession in 1854 to the duke­ 
dom. 
From this time onward follows 
the most romantic port ion of the duke’s 
career. For ten y ears his daily move­ 
ments were elaborately concealed. E v­ 
idently he was leading one if not two 
double lives with the most persevering 
devotion 
to 
intrigue. 
No pleasures 
could possibly have been sufficient re­ 
ward for the pains be took to conceal 
his movements. 
Under these circumstances it was 
natural that every kind of rum or and 
report should surround him. But some 
of bis immediate dependents may l» e 
looked upon as reliable wit nesses neg 
ativeiy to bis movements. The fact is 
that none of them, however intimately 
associated with him, can prove any 
regular residence or existence for him 
as duke.

his son and daughter and starts a new* 
life of commerce. 
Having disappeared 
without a penny in 1820, Druce lias 
£ 100,000, with 
which 
he opens the 
Baker street bazaar and develops it 
into a successful commercial enter­ 
prise. 
The y ears 1854 to 1SGI are the most 
interesting in tbe history of old Druce, 
as they are in that of the duke. There 
is the same tale of his unapproacha­ 
ble demeanor, of my sterious disappear- 
| anees, of elaborate disguises and very 
untradesnm ulike luxury .

death of his second wife lie married 
again, this time an Annie May , sup­ 
posed to be the Annie May Berkeley 
mentioned above, with whom he bad 
Iks*n living for y ears. 
By her he had 
one illegitimate and one legitimate son, 
H erbert Druce.

leaving 
bis 
very considerable 
property to the second family . 
The present claimant, George IIol- 
lumby Druce, the eldest son of the eld­ 
est sou of the first marriage, attem pts

C. Druce in 1861 was a fictitious cere­ 
mony , employ ed by the late Duke of 
Portland to escape from tbe em bar­ 
rassm ents of his double life and ac­ 
quiesced in by iiis second family ow­ 
ing to tbe briltf? of tbe large property 
devolving by will in tbe shape of tbe 
Baker street bazaar. The whole ques­ 
tion turns on the situation inside the 
Druce vault at Highgate as to whether 
the coffin there contains a body or a 
roll of lead.
